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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on January 10, 2005 has been entered. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: the phrase "having being" 
is grammatically incorrect. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. It is unclear how the ratcheting means is formed to "have a tension". It is 
understood the ratcheting means can be placed in a tension state during engagement, but not 
that it has tension. 

4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the first and second ratcheting protrusions" in line 19. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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It is unclear how the ratcheting means is formed to "have a tension". It is understood the 
ratcheting means can be placed in a tension state during engagement, but not that it has 
tension. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

6. Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Johnson et 
al. (US 5,092,477). 

Inner cap 16 and outer cap 20 each have ratcheting teeth 48,90, respectively, which are 
engaged to be moved unidirectionally and ratcheting protrusions 82,84 and 46, respectively, 
which are engaged with each other when the second ratcheting teeth move relative to the first 
ratcheting teeth, the integral connection provided by the heat sealed arrangement of the liner to 
the inner and outer cap. The top wall of the outer cap serves as the identification means and 
liner 18 is the opening/closing identification means. To the degree the claims are 
understandable in view of the rejections under 35 USC 112, first and second paragraphs above, 
the ratcheting means are formed to have a tension. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Dependent claims 2-4 and 6-8 appear to avoid the art of record when read as including 
all of the limitations of the base claims and any intervening claims. However, the claims cannot 
be indicated as allowable in view of the rejections under 35 USC 112, first and second 
paragraphs above.
